It should be borne in mind that in the last quarter of 1900-1, as in the last quarter of 
1899-1900, abnormal clearances of certain dutiable articles were effected in anticipation of 
increased taxation. The result was that in these years the amount paid in duty in respect of some 
articles did not correspond with the consumption of those articles, nor, consequently, with the 
contribution of consumers to taxation. The amounts estimated to have been paid in anticipation 
in 1900-1, were 2,500,000/. under Customs Duties, and 1,050,000/. under Excise Duties. 
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
